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The wild creatures of the forest are amonf? tfie most 
beautiful things Ood ever made. The pursuit of them 
wMi dogs aaofntna la a noMe aport but is often carried 
too far: Rejfions which were onco inhnbited l»y a preat 
many kinds of liirds and animals are now solitary, and 
■omc forms of >(nme, like the Ancricsn wM plfiM are 
aaid to be entirely killed out 

In the interest ol the hunter and atl lovers of beauty 
the legislatures have enacted laws for flu- prott ttion of 
(ame, and baiides this the Government has incured ex- 
panse in importing game no that it coald stock the forest 
with l)irds and animals ;iiid fill the streams with fish. 

In the matter of gamt birds there is great anxiety in 
Ken tocky and the Government has recently sent a num 
{yfT of English pheasants in the hope that they vUl muUi- 
ply and stot k our forests with beautiful game. 

The Forest Reserve of Ht ri-a ( ( illege is the l)est refuse 
for Mich birds in the state and hitecn bheasanu have just 
been sent to be turned loose there. Thaae beantiful btrd - 
arrived last Tuesday, five cocks and ten hens — one hen 
died in captivity. They were exhibited at the ( olle^'e 
Tncaday and released that evening. The College Reserve 
is posted acc()r(^in^^ to law and the strictest watch will be 
kept to prevent huntersfrom kiliin^^these birds. If these 
birds and some other wild game, including the wild tur- 
key, is allowed to reproduce aod oiultiplv they will spread 
out from the College Forest Reserve. It Is ho|)ed that 
every lover of hunting as well as lovers of beauty, will 
help the College in keeping "pot-hunters" ofi theCoUege
